time tha t the more present need was 
for the high school building. 
The 
board as well as the citizens generally 
in North Dixon hav e kept the matter 
in mind as the next important mov e 
to be made in the interest of the 
schools. 
The construction of the interurban 
railway has so accelerated the growth 
of that section of the city lying north 
of the milk factory that the need of a 
school building in tha t v icinity to ac­ 
commodate tbe lower grades is more 
pressing than ev er before. 
Being particularly interested from a 
property owner’s standpoint Geo. 0, 
Lov eland made the following proposi­ 
tion to the members of the school 
board at their meeting this week: 
MR. LOVELAND'S PROPOSITION. 
“ You no doubt hav e a record and 
are aware of the great number of 
small children of school age liv ing in 
'Lov eland Place’ and immediate v i­ 
cinity. That suburb is growing and 
will continue to do so, no doubt, ow­ 
ing to its desirable location and the 
conv enience of the electricfrailway. 
“ Four new homes are now in pro­ 
cess of erection and sev eral others 
may be built before the season Is ov er. 
“ The residents cannot afford to Bend 
children to and fro on the electric 
road. It is a v ery long walk to the 
present school for small children when 
the weather is at its best; when the 
weather is disagreeable it is quite im­ 
possible for many of them to attend. 
‘“ Lov eland Place’ should hav e a 
school at once for the lower grades— 
in fact it has needed it for some time, 
and I make you the following propo 
sit ion: 
“ I will furnish a suitable piece of 
land in ‘Lov eland Place’ and erect a 
frame building of such proportions as 
you may deem best. 
You pay me 
hv e per cent per annum on the v alue 
of tbe land and improv ements during 
my life. 
At my death the property 
shall rev ert to tbe North Dixon school 
district. 
“ I should only require that the 
school be named after the suburb— 
‘Lov eland Place School.’ ” 
COM MITTEE WILL INVESTIGATE 
The board appointed a committee 
composed of Philip Miller, J . 
K. 
Hayden and Henry S. Dixon to confer 
with Mr. Lov eland and report at the 
next regular meeting of the board 
J une 7tb. Should tbe board decide to 
accept tbe proposition a special elec­ 
tion will hav e to be called for the 
school district to act upon it. 
This seems like a v ery generous 
proposition upon Mr. Lo v eland’s part 
to ov ercome the difficulty tha t con­ 
fronts the district and will not in­ 
crease to any extent tbe school tax.

D e a r e s t O n e s a t Ho me: — 
I wish I could write adequately to 
express myself and conv ey to your 
minds some idea of the granduer and 
glory of this place but it is utterly im­ 
possible—now that I hav e already 
seen some of its glories I shall make 
ev ery e ffort to hav e you all come here 
some time. 
We steamed in here last 
night just as the last rays of daylight 
were fading ov er the awful chasm 
spread out 
before our enraptured 
gaze but enough light was left to en­ 
able us to see a sight unequaled 
anywheye in the world. 
Embarking from tbe train we ran 
the gauntlet of porters from the new 
and 
magnificient hotel under the 
“ Santa Fe” control and got in the 
rig for 
this place to which we had 
letters 
from 
Messrs. Dermont and 
Philbrook. 
The rates at the swell hotel are 
from $3.50 to 14.00 per day. 
Here it is 
$2.00 but Mr. Cameron said those two 
letters would mean a discount to us. 
After eating 
at eight o’clock, we 
walked ov er to tbe Indiana curio 
store and stayed an hour. Returning 
we came along on the board walk 
which skirts the edge of the cliff (a 
heav y board 
fence surmounts the 
edge) and as we looked out into the 
bl ackness we let our imaginations run 
wild. 
Retiring we slept well and had the 
porter waken us at fiv e this morning 
so that we could walk 2J miles to 
Rowe’s point and see the sunrise. 
We were up and away at day break 
our path laying through the pine 
forest. 
Following a curv e in the road we 
found ourself to tbe point and lo! 
we gaze speel bound at the prospect. 
Think of it—we look down, down, 
down, hundreds and thousands of feet 
into the greatest natural wonder of 
the world 217 miles long and 13 miles 
w ide. 
The lev el rock platform that rounds 
off this promintary is but a few steps 
in width and projects some distance 
beyond its neighbors so that the only 
land to be seen was far below us. 
Speech is inadequate and would spoil 
tbe impression at such a time. 
There iu the stillness of sunrise the 
only sound we could hear was a v ery 
indistinct roaring of the Colorado riv ­ 
er which looked like a shining snake 
5,000 feet below us—think of it nearly 
a mile down. 
Opposite to where we stood, seem­ 
ingly near but twelv e miles away, was 
tbe most imposing feature of the can­ 
yon. the superb facade of the opposing 
wail. 
Nothing I could say could picture 
to you the granduer of such a magni- 
ficent sheet of rock soaring upward a 
mile from base to summit. 
Before us there arose all through 
tbe space between us and the opposite 
sides, a line of massiv e granite and 
sand stone cliffs which in form resem­ 
ble historic temples and 
palaces. 
They appeared and are huge masses 
and were beautiful and imposing be­ 
yond de scrlption in the light of the 
rising sun. 
One of these directly in front of us 


is known as Shiv as Temple. 
It rose 
in steep slopes and conv erging out­ 
lines receding skyward and climbing 
tier on tier and gallery abov e gallery 
to the lev el of where we stand 
You 
may gain some idea of its height 
when I tell you that it Is higher than 
any mountain peak east of the Missis­ 
sippi. It is ov er 12,600 feet high and 
its base cov ers more than 20 square 
miles and its flat topped summit has 
about 2,000 acres of pine on it. 
Well, we gazed and gazed in awe and 
admiration at the unparalled scene 
which stretches away for miles and 
miles. 
Mrs. Dermont hav ing giv en 
me 
their fine glasses we were enabled 
to

distant 
objects 
nearer 
to 
our 
gaze. 
Finally 
we 
turn 
back towards breakfast taking this 
time the foot trail which leads along 
the rim. stopping 
at the different 
points which extend 
outward and 
from each of which the superb scene 
looks different, we skirt along the 
edge of the cliff always out of danger 
and ev er exclaiming at new beauties 
until we finally return to the hotel 
hav ing 
walked 
fiv e 
miles before 
breakfast and seen a small part of the 
wonder of wonders. 
Of course you must not understand 
tha t it is 2} miles from here to the 
Oanyon, it is only about 200 feet to the 
edge from the hotel but of course 
some of the points are distant quite a 
ways, for instance Grand View is 10 
miles.

CHINA TO FIGHT OUR LAW 


Collecting Ev idence a* to Deportntlon» 
Upon Which to Knee a Cwie Against 
Exclusion. 


Washington. May 5.—Sir Chentung 
Liang Cheng, the Chinese minister, lias 
issued a confidential circular or proc­ 
lamation to all Chinese in the 
United 
Sta tes, requesting that he be furnished 
with reports of all ca ses of applicants 
who hav e been denied admission to 
this country and of all deportations on 
the ground of non-registration which 
ha v e been decided since the expiration 
of the exclusion treaty of 18iM. 
The circular asks also for an esti­ 
mate of the loss to the applicants. The 
object,.a s understood by United States 
officials, is to fa cilita te the collection 
of ev idence on which to base a suit 
a g a inst tiie United Sta tes to test the 
v a lidity of the Chinese exclusion laws.
